490 Maico in the country. Dubbed the Alpha Control, the rear shock mounts 
to the frame on top while the bottom mount connects to a linkage system 
located underneath an all-new swing arm. The carb no longer has a straight 
shot into the cylinder; instead, it angles in from the left and around the 
Corte Cosso shock (a reservoir is mounted on the front down tube). 





The Mt. Baker M.C.-hosted National 
Enduro at Bellingham, WA, on Oct. 
25 saw Team Husky riders sweep the 
top three spots. Mike Melton and Terry 
Cunningham both lost three points, 
but Melton edged out Cunningham 
for the overall by six seconds. Dick 
Burleson took third at four points with 
Yamaha's Larry Roeseler dropping five. 
Over 140 riders competed in the 
event. Complete coverage next week. 


Dirt Bike Magazine's Tom Webb 
was to have ridden the Mt. Baker 
National, but the 430 Husky he was 


supposed to ride was stolen from 
the back of the Husky van while 
parked in the Holiday Inn parking 
lot in Bellingham the Friday before 
the enduro. In addition, most of 
Dick Burleson's equipment was lift- 
ed, including eight pairs of his rid- 
ing glasses which forced him to 
ride with his “street” glasses. 


"Bad Brad" Lackey will be competing 
in The Superbikers race at Carlsbad 
on Nov. 1. America's most successful 
500cc MXGP rider will ride a White 
Bros.-modified Suzuki RM465. Also, 





Andre Malherbe, who was listed on 
previous Superbikers advertisements, 
will be unable to compete due to still- 
lingering injuries. Graham Noyce will 
take his place. World 500cc Road 
Race Champ Marco Lucchinelli will 
be another no-show, due to contractual 
problems. We will have complete cov- 
erage of The Superbikers extravaganza 
next week. 


Here's an interesting item we 
heard on the radio last week: Mon- 
tana's State Supreme Court has 
ruled that the state's 55 mph speed 
limit is unconstitutional. However, 
due to Federal law that requires 
withholding of Federal highway 
monies to states not enforcing a 55 
mph limit, the court said its ruling 
would not go into effect until 1983. 


Yamaha's 1982 motocross team will 
see four riders getting works bikes, 
with another six mounted on produc- 
tion machines. Negotiations with the 
riders were still going on at press time; 
the complete squad should be an- 
nounced by next week. 


Team Hammer announced that 
Chevron will again sponsor the 
team in 1982, with an improved 
package. "This year is going to be 
a serious effort as opposed last 
year, which was kind of OK," said 
John Ulrich, who shares riding 
duties with Bruce Hammer. Ac- 
cording to Ulrich, Team Hammer 
will compete in the Budweiser 500 
endurance race series and selected 
World Championship events. 


According to Australian Motor Cycle 
News, Americans Broc Glover, Marty 
Moates, Warren Reid and Jim Gibson 
will be heading Down Under for super- 
cross races in Melbourne and Sydney 
in the two weekends following the 
Nov. 14 Coca-Cola Supercross Finals at 
Jack Murphy San Diego Stadium. 


AMCN also predicts that Moto 
Morini will debut a turbocharged 
500сс V-twin at next month's Milan 
Show. It reportedly produces 71 
horsepower, 10 less than Honda's 
CX500 Turbo, but also weighs less 
than the Honda. The wastegate on 
the Morini's Japanese ІНІ turbo, 
which will be mounted behind the 
rear cylinder, can be overridden by 
a handlebar-mounted toggle 
switch.

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Fate often plays games, tricks 
and takes unusual turns in mo- 
torcycle racing. Being at the right 
place at the right time, both on 
and off the track, can often dictate 
winning or losing, a good season or a 
bad one. 

Hank Scott is one of the most recent 
to come to mind. A year ago he won 
five major events, more than any other 
rider, and still did not win the title. 

This year, he won three events, 
more than all others except one, and 
again he did not win the title. 

Hank has long been one of racing's 
good guys, a clean rider who never got 
in anybody's way and one that fell 
down very few times over the past 10 
years. 

His only problems seem to come in 
his many disputes with older brother 
Gary. To a certain degree, those of us 
involved in announcing and the cycle 
press perhaps made it sound much 
more torrid than it really was. It is 
called “hype.” 

Total peace was declared before the 
'81 race season started, and now that I 
look back, it might not have been for 
the best, at least as far as Hank is 
concerned. 

Hank, you see, has been for several 
seasons one of the best mile track 
riders in competition, and in addition, 
his half mile machines were always 
very competitive. 

Like Gary, Hank has had the assis- 
tance of several tuners and helpers 
over the years, and in some cases, 
when a tuner would leave Gary, he 
would join Hank, or leave Hank and 
join Gary. х 

So with a total commitment to 
brotherly love, the Scott brothers set 
out this past season to go after the 
title, something that Hank has never 
had and Gary has had once. 

Both were in contention for that 
title for two-thirds of the season. Then 
Hank fell by the wayside for various 
reasons and Gary was on his own to 
the run against defending 
champ Randy Goss and big buck rider 
Mike Kidd. 

Тһе word was out most of the last 
half that if required, Gary would ride 
one of Hank's fast and reliable ma- 
chines. If Gary had been on one at 
Syracuse, he would have won the title. 





If he had been on one at San Jose, he 
would have again wrapped up the 
title. He was not. 

So it came down to the final race at 
Ascot on the half mile, a track that 
Gary has been racing on since 1970, 
winning many, many National TT 
races but only once on the half mile. 

Gary swallowed his pride and com- 
mon sense prevailed to the degree that 
he asked for and obtained Hank's best 
half miler. Hank was to ride Gary's 
machine. 

Fate had taken the first step. The 
second step of fate came in time trials. 
Gary was out early with a good solid 
front row qualifying effort. 

Hank was also out early with a good 
run, but the clocks started acting up, 
and he was told to take another run at 
it. 

Now Ascot has never been race-ready 
during time trials, especially when the 
sky is cloudless and the sun is bright. 
That's the way it was on this specific 
evening. 

Hank went again and was sailing 
along until coming out of the final 
turn heading for the flag. He got into 
a tank-slapper that was a “10” on апу- 
body's eo 

The bike did all sorts of things, 
including throwing Hank to the 
ground. Then the machine started 
whopping on Hank. It was a bad one 
to say the least. 

One of the first to Hank was Gary. 
Hank was in pain, a lot of pain and 
was vocal about it. But his last words 
to Gary were, “This is the worst hand- 
ling bike I have ever ridden!" 

Gary was shaken, of that there is no 
doubt. It is not the kind of thing you 
expose yourself to re to going out 
and taking aim on the title. 

Hank was taken to the emergency 
hospital nearby. One never goes to an 
emergency ту mm on a Saturday 
night in a city the size of Los Angeles. 
They are booked to capacity with 
every type of injury listed and some 
that are not. 

A few days later, Hank was flown to 
his hometown — Findlay, OH. He has 
said, like most racers do at the time of 
injury and hurt, that he will never race 
again, even if he can. 

You see, Hank has a broken arm, 
leg, hip and pelvis. Even if he wanted 
to race at this time, he could not. 


Hank has been winning National 
events since 1974 and has a total of 14 
major wins, more than any other rider 
who has never won the Grand National 
title. This translates to the fact that he 
has given many of us for many years a 
maximum effort with style, ability and 
a touch of class. Now he could use our 
help. 

The plane trip home cost close to 
$7,000. The doctors in Los Angeles es- 
timate that it will take around $30,000 
before Hank is well enough to again go 
back out on a race track and win. 

Several groups and individuals have 
come to the front to help Hank and his 
wife after his only major accident in all 
those years of racing. Hank just was in 
the wrong place at the wrong time on 
the wrong motorcycle. 

Hank 15 a born-again Christian who 
has stated many times that the Lord is 
with him and watching over him. But 
faith alone will not pay hospital bills. 

Hank Scott has always been open 
about his beliefs and faith. Now is the 
time for some of us to show our faith in 
one fine racer who may or may not 
race again.

Weekend street rides: Volume One 





Big Bear 


Lake 


By Terry Whytal 


With the temperature soaring into the 90s at 
the Cycle News building in Long Beach, our 
choice of destination for the weekend ride was 
a natural: Big Bear Lake. Located in the San 


Bernardino National Forest east 
of Los Angeles, Big Bear sits at 
6,000 feet above sea level and is 
cooled by the breezes blowing off 
the 10,000-foot peaks that surround 
the area. 

Inevitably, one must travel on free- 
ways to reach the more interesting 
roads in the outlying areas, and after a 
quick Saturday morning breakfast, we 
wound our way through LA's maze of 
concrete and onto the Interstate 10 
freeway heading east toward Palm 
Springs. 

With nearly 75 miles already regis- 
tering on the odometer of my Suzuki 
750cc, we reached the downtown sec- 
tion of Redlands where California State 
Highway 38 cuts off the Interstate 10 
at the Orange Avenue off-ramp. 

A short ride through town and 
Highway 38 turns onto Lugonia 
Avenue, heading for the massive San 
Gorgonio peak rising in the distance. 

Millions of years of erosion have left 
the landscape below San Gorgonio lit- 
tered with football sized rocks, and the 
local inhabitants have built homes and 
walls using the rocks in place of brick. 
A few of the structures are quite inter- 
esting in appearance and well worth 
slowing down for a careful look. 

Lugonia (38) finally reaches the 
foothills near Morton Peak, and the 
road runs alongside Mill Creek. In the 
spring, Mill Creek is filled with the 
runoff from San Gorgonio's melting 
snow providing a pleasant scene to ride 
along. 

Fifteen miles into the hills, the road 
narrows and begins to climb steeply 
over the westernmost edge of San 
Gorgonio. The next 20 miles flash past 
quickly as the pace accelerates from 
sedate cruising to canyon racer. One 
word of caution — traffic is often 
heavy on weekends, and you may find 
yourself sweeping through a blind 
curve and suddenly confronting the 
rear end of a motor home going one- 
third your speed. 

Soon we are in Barton Flats, with 
San Gorgonio rising 11,502 feet to the 
south, and Sugar Loaf Mountain 
looming overhead to the north at a 
substantial 9,952 feet. Near the 
Barton Flats Visitor Station is a small 
nature trail that offers a good place to 
stretch the legs while learning about 
the local flora, fauna and geology (in- 
cluding interesting bits like: the bark 
of the Jeffrey pine smells exactly like 
vanilla, really!). 

Back on 38, we reach Onyx Summit, 
at 8,000 feet the highest part of our trip, 
and cruise around the northeast end 
of Sugarloaf to reach Big Bear Lake. 
This section of the highway offers a 
spectacular view of Lucerne Valley, 
the desert floor clearly in contrast to 
the mountain peaks. 

The two main communities of the 
Lake, Big Bear Village and Big Bear 
City, have both grown quickly in 
recent years yet managed to retain 


many small town oddities including a 
restaurant that looks like it was lifted 
from the pages of Hansel and Gretel 
and an antique shop that resembles a 
cross between modern sculpture and 
the Smithsonian. 

Turning left onto Highway 18 near 
the northeast end of the lake, we pass 
south of the water's edge and turn in- 
land towards Moonridge and the ski 
resort of Gold Mine. This narrow valley 
that looks down upon the lake features 
a small golf course, a tiny herd of rein- 
deer, a mountain slide (like toboggans 
without snow) and a gift store and 
sandwich shop inside a true Montana- 
style log cabin. 

We couldn't resist picking up a few 
small tourist items in the gift store, 
and the sandwich shop has one of the 
most clever menus a half-starved motor- 
cycle rider has ever salivated on. 

Hundreds of small cabins and con- 
dominiums are used for rentals in the 
Big Bear area, and we answered an ad 
in a local SoCal newspaper for a small 
unit near Goldmine. For $28, we got 
two bedrooms, a kitchen and a roaring 
fireplace in the living room. (Prices 
are higher in ski season.) 

Early Sunday morning, we rented a 
small five-horsepower fishing boat and 
took a tour of the lake. We observed 
other boaters pulling a few medium- 
sized fish from the water, so if you like 
fishing, you may want to take your 
tackle along. If not, we still recommend 
a cruise; the scenery is beautiful. 


Back on land, we turned our bikes 
down Highway 18 for the ride back to 
the big city. Crossing the small dam on 
the western end of Big Bear Lake, 
Highway 18 climbs alongside 8,537- 
foot Butler Peak before dropping swift- 
ly toward the San Bernardino flat 
lands. 

This section of the trip is custom de- 
signed for motorcycles — few straights 
and many curves. We allowed our- 
selves to indulge in a little Kenny 
Roberts-style knee dragging, then settled 
back for a pleasant ride through the 
woods. 

All too soon, however, we are at the 
18/330 junction at Running Springs, 
and we must turn down Highway 330 
to leave the mountains behind. 


Total mileage, including side trips, 
was 292 miles with less than half the 
distance accounting for the scenic parts 
of the excursion. Our route could 
easily be duplicated in one day's 
riding, but the area is so scenic and the 
recreation opportunities so varied that 
we chose to prolong the fun. If you 
prefer to sleep with the stars overhead, 
the U.S. Forest Service can provide in- 
formation on the many campgrounds 
in the area. 

If that extra week of vacation isn't 
due for another six months, and the 
Rockies are 1,000 miles away, we sug- 
gest a trip to Big Bear. It's cool, 
scenic, and the road never goes

The [International Drag Bike 
Associations World Finals at 
Gulfport Dragway saw cham- 





pions crowned in six Pro and 
Eliminator classes culminating with a 
down to the wire showdown in Pro 
Stock. Sid Pogue came away with 
Number One in Pro Stock with Bo 
O'Brochta leading the Top Fuel ranks 
and Terry Kizer doing the same in 
Funny Bike. In Pro Comp it was 
Wayne Buckler taking the title while 
George Bryce was the Modified Elim- 
inator champ. Jim Dodich took Street 
Stock honors. All six class champions 
ran Kawasaki based machinery. 

A large field in all pro classes set the 
scene for the most competitiveWorld 
Finals ever. The top five qualifiers in 
Pro Stock easily broke the eight second 
barrier with Superbike Mike Keyte 
leading the pack at 8.85 seconds/ 
149.75 mph. 

“TIl need to set both the elapsed 
time and miles per hour record and 
win the event to take Number One," 
said Keyte. "Sid Pogue could be the 
runner-up and still win tbe title. For 


that matter, with the right combina- 
tion of events Russ Nyberg, Ron 
Turner or Hamp Osborn could pass 
both of us and take the honors. 


MTC/Watson Fiber Glass spon- 
sored Pogue went out in round two to 
rookie pro Barry Kogut. A quicker 
reaction time sent Regency Kawasaki 
sponsored Kogut to one semi to face 
Buckler/Nyberg sponsored Osborn. 
Teammate and pro rookie of the year 
Nyberg had been sidelined by Osborn 
in round two. Osborn made the final 
topping Kawasaki mounted Kogut 
with а 9.09/145.86 to  Kogut's 
9.47/143.06. The other Pro Stock 
semi matched MTC sponsored racer 
Keyte against Turner of RT Cycles. 

Keyte turned in the fastest ET of the 
event in Saturday's qualifying, but 
Sunday ran progressively slower. Keyte 
trailered former record holder Larry 
Cook on his way to face Suzuki 
mounted Turner. Looking for а 
Number One plate, Turner sidelined 





Kawasaki mounted Keyte on his way to 
the final against Osborn. Ron's 9.09/ 
143.06 to Mike's 9.14/141.50 dashed 
Keyte's hopes for this season. 

In the final Osborn's lightning quick 
reaction time sent his Kawasaki into 
winner's circle with a 9.13/144.92 over 
Turner's 9.07/143.76. Osborn's win 
assured Sid Pogue the Number One 
plate for next season. 

Top Fuel offered its share of sur- 
prises as Elmer Trett of double-engine 
Harley fame debuted a new Kawasaki, 
qualifying in the number five position. 
Although having handling problems, 
Trett did eliminate the number two 
qualifier and privateer Dennis 
Sargent. Trett fell to veteran Top 
Fueler Chris Hand in one semi. Hand's 
8.78/158.45 just did squeeze out 
Trett’s — 8.81/158.45. Motorcycles 
Unlimited vet Sam Wills gained a ride 
to the other semi sidelining Top Fuel 
champ Bo O'Brochta. 

The Terminal Van Lines/Murdock 


Racing sponsored O'Brochta incurred 
many problems starting Saturday by 
blowing the motor on a run. "The 
motor exploded and when the oil 
pump flew by me I knew it would be a 
long night," said O'Brochta. He and 
his crew put his back-up motor in the 
bike, working until the early hours of 
Sunday morning. O'Brochta. drew 
Wills in the first round Sunday and the 
MCU Kawasaki gave O'Brochta the 
rest of the day off. Wills ripped a track 
record 7.45/185.95 to Bo's 7.74. "We 
had no problems with the back-up 
motor, Sam had lane choice and he's 
been running strong," said O'Brochta. 

Wills had a bye in round two ‘апа 
drew Chris Hand for the final. Wills 
then backed up his previous run with a 
7.43/187.50, .03 seconds off the IDBA 
record. Hand finished in runner-up 
with a 9.49/169.81. : 

O'Brochta's points lead was 
sufficient to insure him the Number 
One plate for a second consecutive 
season. 

“We've been fine tuning our fuel 
system all year and now it's just right. 
We plan to race at the NHRA World 
Finals,” said Wills. 

The top qualifier in Funny Bike was 
MTC sponsored Terry Kizer who 
breezed through the first round of 
eliminations and drew privateer John 
Sands for round two. Kizer had the 
number one plate in his pocket prior 
to this event, but Terry only rides one 
way -- to win. Kizer trailered Sand to 
face Murdock Racing Enterprises 
Vince Santangelo in one semi. The 
Kawasaki mounted Kizer turned in his 
best time of the event against Vince 
with a 7.98/179.96 over Santangelo's 
8.29/162.16. In the other semi Craig 
Burns, aboard the Bill Hahn built 
Kawasaki sponsored by Mr. Turbo 
and formerly ridden by Kenny Black- 
burn ran against Kawasaki mounted 
John Cornell. Burns’ 8.55/156.52 was 
enough to sideline Cornell. 

In the final Burns’ 10.93/80.78 was 
an easy mark for Terry's 8.04/165.75. 
Craig's bike had a head gasket 
replaced minutes before the final and 
had further problems during that last 
run, coasting through quarter-mile 
traps. 

Pro Comp Eliminator’ featured 
former Pro Stock queen Vicki Farr 
qualifying number two behind points 
leader and low qualifier Wayne 
Buckler. Farr had re-emerged a 
serious contender at the World Finals 
after missing the last four events this 
season. She drew number four 
qualifier and pro rookie of the year 
nominee Joe Waldrip sponsored by 
Custom Performance Kawasaki. 
Waldrip had made the circuit all 
season and grabbed the number two 
plate for 1982 but lost in the semi to 
Farr's quicker 8.94/144.23 against his 
9.13/144.00.. The Buckler/Nyberg/ 
Klotz-Wiseco sponsored Kawasaki of 
Wayne Buckler yielded to Sam Oskin 
who then sidelined William Bell in one 
semi to meet Vicki Farr in the final. 

Farr proved a winner by ripping an 
8.98/144.46 to Oskins's 9.59/137.40. 

The Modified winner was Barry 
Thomas on a Harley-Davidson and the 
Street Stock winner was Bob Hanna on 
a Kawasaki. The ET Bracket win went 


to Lowell Brent on a Suzuki. е

Superbikers 


Bring a generous helping of the world's best 
motorcycle racing talent — talent from all over 
the world and from the sport's major disciplines 
— and mix them up on a track that's half 


asphalt, half dirt and altogether 
different, and you get three 
things. 

The first is a great made-for 
TV spectacle that will air on ABC's 
Wide World of Sports sometime early 
next year. The second is the likelihood 
of a great race, with enough talent on 
hand to rival any other event of the 
year. And that talent leads to the third 
— this is the only race in the world 
that offers the possibility of seeing 
Hakan Carlqvist vs. Mike Kidd, 
Freddie Spencer vs. Graham Noyce, 
Rolf Biland vs. Steve Wise. Match-ups 
like those simply do not exist else- 
where. 

Motocrossers have dominated the 
event through its first two years, both 
with better riding and better 
machinery. That may change this 
year, with the standard of machinery 
becoming more equal, and because of 
a reduction in factory MX team 
participation. 

Yamaha and Suzuki will not field 
teams this year. "It takes too much 
time to prepare and there are too 
many races in the season," said 
Yamaha's Kenny Clark. “What other 
professional sport can you name where 
the season begins in earnest the end of 
January and ends in November?" 






In spite of the no-shows, the field is 
one of the best ever. There are two 
current world champions, three 
current national champions, four ex- 
world champions and three ex- 
national champions. 

The format for this year's Super- 
bikers III is slightly different. There 
will be a heat for each of the three 
disciplines involved, road race, dirt 
track and motocross, plus a final. The 
first three races will be 10 laps and will 
transfer five riders each to the final. 
There will be no second chance to 
transfer. The final will be 12 laps. 

Some changes will be incorporated 
into the course this year. First, the 
road race section has been reversed to 
place a greater emphasis on braking. 
Тһе dirt track r has been 
widened further and will be graded 
even more to give the dirt trackers an 
advantage. 

Let's take a look at some of the pre- 
race favorites, and a few dark horses... 


Motocrossers 

Defending Superbikers champ Steve 
Wise heads the MX contingent. 
However 1981 has been an off year 
for the rapid Texan due to a broken 
bone in his throttle hand that caused 
him to miss most of the season. The 
Team Honda rider should have the 


advantage of good equipment — 


Hondas were the fastest bikes on the 
track last year — so rate him a definite 
contender for the more than $10,000 
that goes to the winner. 

Graham Noyce, also Нопда- 
mounted, finished second in the 
World 500cc Motocross Championship. 
Noyce traditionally does well during 
his annual visits to Carlsbad for the 
summer USGP, but this is his first time 
in The Superbikers. If he adjusts 
quickly to the track, he'll be in the 
hunt. 


Marty Moates маз the first 
American to win the Carlsbad USGP, 
and in The Superbikers, he'll be riding 
one of the few four-strokes, a Horse- 
power Factory Honda XR500-based 
bike. Moates really has not done much 
since the Carlsbad win, but if he gets 
the touch back, look out! 

One rider who is hotter than the 
Three Mile Island innards at the 
moment is LOP Honda rider Danny 
"Magoo" Chandler. He won every 
500cc Support race in the Trans-USA

series this year, and eight of the 10 
motos. Watch out for Magoo. 

There are a couple of dark horse 
entries in the MX class. Jeff Jennings, 
a hot southern California Husky rider, 
nearly upset National 500cc MX 
Champ Broc Glover at the SCORE 
Off-Road World Championship race, 
and like the Carlsbad race, the 
SCORE course was very fast. Mike 
Baker, son of famed racer Dallas 
Baker, has been doing very well in 
high speed off-road events and won 
the Pike's Peak hillclimb earlier this 
year. He'll be riding a Yamaha YZ 465 
prepared by Dallas Baker and upped 
to 495cc. 


Road racers 


The two favorites among the road 
racers аге Kawasaki's Eddie Lawson 
and Honda's Freddie Spencer. Among 
the two, Lawson should have the pre- 
race edge. He finished a strong third 
in the 1980 Superbikers race, has won 
the 1981 AMA Superbike Champion- 
ship, and has five years of AMA Pro 
Expert dirt track experience under his 
belt. If Kawasaki prepares him one of 
their big 499cc two-stroke motors, he's 
going to be awfully hard to stop. 

Spencer is an equally talented rider, 
the only one in the country this year to 
score AMA/Winston Pro Series points 
in both dirt track and road race 
events. "Fast Freddie" won two 
National road races this year and 
showed in 1980 that he could ride the 
RC  motocrosser-based Superbikers 
mount very well. 

David Aldana remains one of the 
most versatile riders in professional 
racing these days, with extensive road 
racing, dirt track and motocross 
experience. How many other riders set 
fast time at the Ascot TT, then go on to 
become co-winner of the Suzuka 
Eight-Hour Endurance race? 

Race watchers will be able to see two 
brand new faces in the U.S. racing 
scene: Rolf Biland and Jock Taylor, 
the World Champion Sidecar drivers 
іп 1981 and 1980, respectively. It 
should be interesting to see how the 
two fare on only two wheels, and 
without a passenger. 


Dirt trackers 


1981 AMA Grand National 
Champion Mike Kidd will make his 
first post-season racing appearance of 
the year at The Superbikers, riding a 
Dallas Baker-prepared 495cc 
Yamaha. At the inaugural Super- 
bikers, Kidd was among the leaders 
before problems dropped him out. 
With a quicker two-stroke to replace 
the Triumph twin he had then, Kidd 
should be near the front. 

Wayne Rainey won the dirt track 
heat last year, and this year he has 
added road racing to his vocabulary 
with a series of dazzling rides in club 
events that netted him a factory 
contract from Kawasaki to go road 
racing in ‘82. Rainey's ‘81 dirt track 
efforts paid off well too, with his 
highest-ever finish in the Winston Pro 
Series. Like Lawson, Rainey is 
expected to get one of the 499cc 
Kawasakis for this race. 

Steve Eklund hasn’t had the best of 
luck this season, but the 1979 Grand 
National Champ was a solid fourth in 
the first Superbikers, and will have a 
490 Maico to ride in this event. 

Bruce Penhall, who won the World 
Speedway Championship this year 
along with just about every other title 
the sport had to offer, will be mounted 
on a 430 Husky. In the same race with 
Penhall is England’s Kenny Carter, 
and the two of them have had several 
clashes through the year. 

The Superbikers takes place at 
Carlsbad Raceway, and the gates open 
for the Nov. 1 event at 9:00 a.m. 
Tickets are $9 in advance, and are 
available at Ticketron outlets or from 
Grand Prix Motocross, 714/495-6906.¢

The noisy 
and beautiful desmodromic valve 
setup tops off the 90 degree V-twin 
engine which actually displaces 863.9 
cc. The desmo gear, which is at the 
heart of the Ducati’s mechanical 
attractiveness, really plays а tune 
inside the full fairing at speed. All that 
mechanical whirring and clanking 
comes straight through to the rider's 
ear, which, due to the road racer 
position, is less than a bent arms 
length away. 

Another thing the full fairing does is 
catch the wind as well as slice through 
it. Side winds are especially annoying 
and a weight shift is needed to counter 
them. 

The fine handling chassis and sus- 
pension works its usual wonders for the 
rider, but the crouch position and the 
feiring take a little getting used to. 

Тһе bike should have reliability as 
its major components have been well 
proved over the years and it has 
German Bosch electronic ignition and 
a 200 watt alternator. This along with 
the Nippondenso instruments and 
switches should put to rest forever the 
old bugaboos of Italian bikes. 

A testament to faith in the bike is 
the experience of Jim Chipura and his 
trip to Sturgis. Jim, besides being a 
Ducati dealer, is also a Ducati 
enthusiast and had been riding a 1977 
900SS before the Hailwood Replica 
was announced. Having sold off the 
SS, Jim ordered the Replica and 
waited five months for delivery. That 
came on Sunday, the day before the 
rally in Sturgis, SD was to begin. After 
uncrating and servicing was out of the 
way, Jim topped off the 5.1 gallon. 
tank and headed south from Winni- 
peg. He arrived Monday and met up 
with his friends, also mounted on 
Italian bikes, and spent the week 
sharpening his road skills with passes 
through the twisting sections of the 
Black Hills. The only disappoint- 
ments were that the Harley riders on 
Main Street failed to give the big 
Duke anything more than a passing 
glance since it wasn't an American V- 
twin and an oil leak started to make a 





mess of the left side of the bike. The 
leak turned out to be a distorted clutch 
adjustment cover. After some sanding 
and reshaping and a new gasket, the 
engine was oil tight again. 

Some other disappointments 
according to Jim are that the bike 
didn’t come with the Conti mufflers 
and Pirelli Phantom tires he ordered. 
Silentiums, which actually do quiet 
the exhaust noise, and Michelins, 
which have proved to be an excellent 
rain tire, were fitted imstead. To 
replace them with Contis and Pirellis 
would cost an additional $650 
according to Jim. Minor complaints 
are that the gas cap leaks for some 
reason, even if the fuel isn’t filled 
to the top. The left side headlight 
on and high-low beam switch is 
awkward to use at speed which 
results in sometimes turning the 
headlight completely off. To check 
the oil level the entire lower fairing 
must be removed, which takes about 
15 minutes to take off and the same 
amount to put on again. For some 
reason there is no crossover bal- 
ance tube between the left and 
right sides of the gas tank which 
makes for occasional one cylinder 
running if the rider isn't careful. 
Just remember to turn BOTH fuel 
taps on all the time, one isn't a re- 
serve. The twist grip throttle assembly 
also came in for some criticism 
from Jim. Instead of a quick throttle, 
which one would expect on a bike 
of this type, the Hailwood is fitted 
with a long throw touring type 
throttle. e 


Note: The Ducati Hailwood Replica is 
available in the United States now. 
Berliner Motors’ Peter Dimeck said, 
"We've shipped quite a few out to 
dealers. The first shipment saw the 
bikes arrive without air cleaners and 
the proper mufflers, but that has been 
corrected.

Those close to road racing know that two-time World Champion Barry Sheene 
wears a Gary Nixon T-shirt under his leathers when he's racing. Why? Two-time 
Grand National Champion Gary Nixon, one of the greatest racers of all time, was 
Barry's hero when Sheene was an up and coming road racer and Nixon was already 
an established star. Sheene feels the Nixon T-shirt is а "good luck piece." With 
Nixon retired from racing, the hero role has switched -- Sheene is now Nixon's hero. 
No stronger mutual admiration soctety exists in the world of motorcycle racing. 
What follows is Nixon's description of a vacation trip he took to England last month 


to spend some time with Sheene. 


arry Sheene has been inviting me 
to come to his new house (actu- 


ally built 800 years ago) for the 
last three and a half years. I told him I 
wasn't sure I could afford a vacation. 
He said, "I know Freddy Laker and all 
you have to do is get to New York and 
Ill take care of everything else." I 
couldn't refuse an offer like that. I did 
some checking around and World Air- 
ways went from Baltimore (near my 
home) straight to London. I decided 
to go out of Baltimore instead of going 
through New York. 

Upon arriving at 7 a.m. Wednesday 
at Gatwick Airport (Barry lives less 
than two miles from the center of the 
village of Gatwick), I was met by Barry 


and there was no wait as I found out 
later he had collected me before 
customs and І didn't even have to clear 
customs. 

We went directly to Barry's house, 
the Manor House, which was built in 
the 11th century and has had sections 
added on over the years to the point 
that it now has 32 rooms. Barry had 
the inside remodeled when he moved 
in three and a half years ago and it is 
really beautiful. 

We talked for a while and he pulled 
some money out of his briefcase and 
said, "Here is the money for your air 
fare." I told him never mind, that I 
didn't use the free Lakers Airways 
ticket, so Га pay. Barry said, “No, I 


told you everything was on me!” After 
going back and forth three times, I let 
him win. 

He showed me to my room, where I 
could clean up after my seven-hour 
plane ride. That is when I found out 
how tall British people were in the 
11th century. In the center part of the 
upstairs part of Manor House, there 
are two doors that are only five-feet 
tall. After a couple of days, I learned 
which doors I needed to duck for. 

After I freshened up, we got in his 
neat helicopter and went to the airport 
where his Cessna twin-engine plane 
was being worked on and where they 
were going to do the annual check-up 
on his helicopter. We got in the Jet 
Ranger helicopter he was renting 
($800 per hour!), but the person who 
rented it before Barry had left the 
ignition on and it wouldn't start. So we 
got in one that looked similar to his 
except it had big pontoons on it. It 
didn't ride as smoothly as his; Barry 
said that was because of the size and 
weight of the pontoons. 

Nick Harris, of Motor Cycle 
Weekly, was waiting at Manor House 
to do a story on Barry as a preview to 
Barrys writing an exclusive column 
for the weekly British paper. 

After the interview, we enjoyed a 
delicious steak dinner prepared for us 
by Barry's girlfriend Stephanie. 

Jewels, a friend of Barry's, showed 
up with the visas Barry would need for 
an upcoming trip to Japan. After 
making sure everything was in order, 
we went to the Gatwick Penta to have 
a drink. Barry introduced me to 
Freddy Laker of Laker Airways and 
after talking with Freddy for a while I 
told him he was the second best man I 
had met. He asked me who was the 
best and I told him Barry was. That 
got a laugh from both of them. We 
made it an early night, because Barry 
was going to take a test the next day. 
The test was a requirement towards 
being licensed to fly a Hughes 500 heli- 
copter. 

Road racer Steve "Stevros" Parrish 
showed up the next day to go with us 
for the test. Barry said if the helicopter 
wouldn't get us off the ground safely, 
I'd have to stay at the Manor House 
and wait for them. The helicopter got 
off the ground, but it didn't feel safe to 
Barry, so he put it back down and I 
waved goodbye. 

I was told later that Stevros didn't 
know what the test was all about and 
he sat in the back seat during it. The 
instructor asked Barry if he was ready 
for a dead engine landing, and 
promptly turned the engine off. Barry 
said he could see Stevros sit straight up 
and take a big gulp of air. After three 
dead engine landings, which require 
you to point the helicopter at about a 
45-degree angle towards the ground 
and go down at 120 mph, and then 
about 150 feet before you'd hit the 
ground you pull it back at about 45- 
degrees the other way to slow it down 
and then set it on the ground, Barry 
had passed the test. Hearing Stevros 
describe the maneuvers, I'm kind of 
glad I wasn't with them. 

That night we watched video tapes 
of a Donnington race and talked until 
around 3 a.m. 

The next morning I was up first and 
went out to Dale Singleton's caravan to 
see if he wanted апу coffee. Dale 
showed me the toes he didn't have any- 
more due to his Silverstone crash, and 
then he was off to the airport to fly 
home to Georgia to see his doctor. 

When I went back inside I noticed a 
lot of boxes of wine someone had 
delivered. I also noticed a bill for 
$1,100! Stevros and I put the wine 
away in Barry's wine room and then 
we were off to a boat show where Barry 
and Stevros were going to demonstrate 
some Wet Bikes. 

It was about 30-minutes by 
helicopter to where the boat show was 


to take place; the only problem was no 
one had told Barry where he could 
land the helicopter. There was an 
Army base nearby, but Barry thought 
we had better not land there, so we 
landed across the channel in an open 
field. A worker in the area came down 
the road to give us a lift to the Army 
base where, hopefully, someone could 
tell us how to get to the boat show. 
After Barry signed autographs for 
everyone in the place, they took us by 
boat across the channel to the show. 

The Wet Bike people asked me if I 
wanted to ride one of them, but after 
checking the temperature of the 
water, I said no. 

Barry and Stevros were in the water 
for about two and a half hours and 
then after three TV interviews, the 
Army’s rescue boat took us back across 
the channel and we headed for the 
Manor House for more of Stephanie's 
great food, a Sambuca and more 
talking till about 3 a.m. 

Saturday, Barry and I went to the 
local grocery store and just about 
everyone in the store recognized him. 
At the check-out counter, I was 
packing the goods and Barry was 
signing autographs. The clerk told 
him the total and he wrote a check for 
the amount. Then the clerk who had 
just been watching him give his auto- 
graph to everyone asked him for iden- 
tification. I almost fell over. 

Next we stopped by a liquor store to 
get some bottles of Sambuca. After 
Barry signed ап autograph for 
everyone in the store, he presented a 
credit card to pay for the merchandise 
and they told him that they would 
have to run it through for a credit 
check. I almost fell over laughing. 

When we got back home, Barry 
asked me if I wanted to take a ride on 
his new Yamaha Х51100 to go and see 
what was in at the local movie theatre. 
I said sure, seeing as how I trust him so 
much in his Rolls-Royce, it would be 
no problem on the bike. Wrong! I got 
on the back of his new bike which had 
only one mile on the odometer, and we 
took off for the theatre. We hit the 
first straight and he took the bike up to 
120 mph. Then we got to the first 
round-about and I was going to do.a 
Barry Sheene -- you know, drag the 
knee in the corner -- and I almost fell 
off the back. We stopped to get some 
gas and I told him he freaked me out 
because I didn't know the road. He 
said, "Trust me, Nickers." As we left 
the gas station/bike shop he said, 
"Let's do a wheelie!" I told him not to 
flip the #*¢%&@#! I grabbed him 
around the chest and he pulled off a 
pretty good wheelie. With a. little 
practice and some help from Doug 
Domokos, we could probably be pretty 
good. : 

After the wheelie, I found out that if 
I squeezed real hard on his chest he 
would shut off because he couldn't 
breathe. On the way home, every- 
time I saw a danger sign or a round- 
about sign, I would squeeze real hard 
and he would shut off. 

Barry's beautiful sister, Maggi 
Smart was at the Manor House when 
we got back with her little boy, Scott, 
and little girl, Paula. She had come 
over to see her mother and father and 
visit with us. After another wonderful 
dinner we all went to the movies to see 
James Bond's For Your Eyes Only. 

We got there early, but the manager 
said there was a B movie we could 
watch until it was time for the show to 
start. I didn’t catch the name of the 
movie, but it was filmed in Australia 
and was about some bad guys and 
bikes. It was spectacular, to say the 
least. They had one shot of a guy and a 
bike getting run over by an eighteen- 
wheeler! 

The next day Barry told me not to 
eat much because that evening we 
were going to have a Sunday dinner. It 
was another great Stephanie-prepared

Monday and Tuesday Barry spent 
arranging everything for a trip to 
Hong Kong and then on to Japan for a 
race at the Yamaha track, Sugo.

Then I 
saw a scoring tower and I thought it 
wouldn't hurt to ask if I could climb 
up. The people in the tower knew me 
from the years I had raced there and 
invited me up. It was a great place to 
watch the race from as I could see the 
whole track. 

Barry got the lead on the start and 
started to pull away, but at the end of 
the third lap he put his hand up going 
into the esses. He thought something 
had happened to the clutch and he 
was afraid something was going to 
seize up. Mamola took the lead for a 
few laps and then Barry, pressing on 
with no clutch, overtook him and led 
several laps. After that it was anyone's 
race as Ballington and Crosby took 
turns leading. 

On lap 32, Barry had retaken the 
lead with Ballington second апа 
Crosby third. He held the lead until 
lap 37, when Crosby was able to move 
to the front because the front brakes 
on Barry's heavy 750 were fading due 
to not having a clutch so the engine 
could be used in braking. 

Barry was right behind Graeme at 
the finish and if it had been the last 
lap for the | 500cc World 
Championship I think he would have 
tried to out-brake him. But with the 
fading front brakes and with the next 
month of important talks (with 
Yamaha) and races coming up, he 
decided to settle for a close second. 

I'm sure if Barry had retaken the 
lead the crowd might have hurt them- 
selves doing double back flips. It was a 
great race and after the checkered flag 
waved I had to check my heart to see if 
it was working properly. 

When I got back to the motorhome 
after the race, Barry was inside doing 
an interview, signing autographs and 
changing clothes all at the same time. 
Following a TV interview, we got back 
in the Rolls to split back to Manor 
House. 

On Tuesday, Barry and Stephanie 
and I flew down to the town where my 
in-laws live. We were told we could 


land on a cricket field, but be sure not” 


to land on the cricket wicket (what 
ever that is). We finally found the 
cricket field and made a perfect 
landing. It was time to say goodbye to 
Barry, and thank him for the best time 
I had had in a long, long time. 
Wednesday, my sister-in-law took 
me to Maidstone to see Ватту5 
brother-in-law Paul Smart at his shop. 
Paul and I raced against one another 
back in the early seventies. Many of 
you will probably remember him as 


' one of the first riders you saw hang off 


a road racer and for his charging rides 
on Triumph Tridents. We enjoyed 
another great English dinner at Paul's 
house that evening. Following dinner, 
Paul took me back to John and Alma's 
(my in-laws) home and we talked until 
about 2 in the morning. 

just a few hours later it was off to 
the airport and back to the good old 
U.S.A. As you can probably tell by 
what I've written, I had a great time 
and was treated like a king. Thanks, 
Barry! е

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ANSWERS 


l. Yes. 

Putting only the right foot down as 
the bike stops demonstrates to the 
troops you've got everything under 
control. You don't want to be the rider 
who does a rain dance. You know the 
one. He puts his left foot down as he 
stops. Then he puts his right foot 
down, lifts the left foot up to put the 
transmission in neutral, then puts the 
left foot back down again. 

There are exceptions to the right- 
foot-only act, of course. One of them is 
on a day with severe cross-winds when 
you're stopping a full-dress KZ 1300 
loaded down with luggage and your 
250-pound girlfriend. 

Putting both feet down is always 
preferable to toppling over. It's hard 
to look polished while picking up your 
motorcycle, especially if it happens to 
be one of the King-Kong variety. 


2. Yes. 

The skilled rider usually doesn't 
need to put his foot (or feet) down 
until the bike has actually stopped. 
Sometimes the reason for stopping 
may be eliminated (light changes to 
green, for instance) just as the rider 
stops. So he rides away without 
removing his feet from the pegs. 

If this is a technique you haven't 
mastered yet, a few practice sessions in 
an empty parking lot will let you add it 
to your repertoire of smooth moves. 


3. No. 

Precise throttle control is a key 
element in the skilled rider's arsenal. 
Its hard to precisely operate the 
throttle if there is freeplay present. 
Sure, once you've twisted the throttle 
to the point that it starts pulling up the 
throttle slides or moving the butterfly 
valves, there's no slop left. But if 
you're out on your favorite backroad 
heeled over in a corner, just releasing 
the brakes at the apex and rolling on 
the throttle, you want that throttle 
movement from idle to off-idle to be 
precise. Throttle slop makes that pre- 
cision more difficult. 

Take an informal survey. The next 
time you're around a group of parked 
motorcycles, check the throttle grip on 
each one for freeplay. Watch the 
riders of these machines take off. 
Usually the ones with no throttle slop 
will ride off wobbling less and with 
greater authority than their sloppy 
brethren. 

As a last check, the next time you're 


near Freddie Spencer's bike in the pits, 
check to see how much throttle slop his 
machine has. If Mike Velasco tells you 
to beat it before he runs you over with 
an АТС, check another racer's 
machine. You won't find any slop. At 
least you shouldn't. 


4. Yes. 

No self-respecting rider drags his 
feet on takeoff. If you've developed the 
balance and confidence you should 
have, you can put your feet on the pegs 


. immediately at takeoff. 


5. Yes. 

This, in addition to looking classy, 
marks you as a person who has good 
control of his machine and good 
balance. Watch an experienced rider 
on his full-dress tourer. He rarely puts 
a foot down until he stops, or just a 
fraction of a second before the 
machine stops. 

If you're a little rusty on the slow- 
speed  feet-up routine, the old 
practice-in-the-empty-parking-lot will 
work wonders. 


6. Yes. 

Of course there are cruise controls 
that prevent your wrist from getting 
tired. But if one isn’t present, a skilled 
rider can use his left hand to work the 
throttle and steer. 

If this is a skill you haven't 
mastered, give it a try. Practice it away 
from traffic. In the process of learning 
how to do it, you'll also learn exactly 
how countersteering works, in case you 
don't already know. 


7. No. 

The skilled rider rarely forgets. 
Riders who frequently forget to turn 
off signals are riders who need to con- 
centrate more on what they're doing. 
They're also the reason a lot of bikes 
now have self-cancelling turn signals 
which cancel before you want them to. 


8. Shift into neutral. 

Ever borrow somebody's motorcycle 
and have to down-shift five times just 
to take off? The rider you borrowed it 
from could stand to polish up his 
stopping technique. Sure the bike can 
be stopped in high gear. 

But why not put it in neutral when 
you stop? It makes things easier when 
you're ready to take off again. Besides, 
stopping the bike in gear just isn't a 
class act — unless, of course, you've got 
to park it on the kickstand on an 
іпсіпе. In this case, parking it in 
neutral and watching it roll down the 
incline is not a class act. 


9. The ignition switch. 

Sure, the kill switch is an excellent 
safety item on your scooter. If the 
throttle sticks wide-open, for example, 
using the kill switch may keep you 
from crashing as well as prevent the 


engine from  self-destructing. But 
under normal riding conditions, why 
bother with the kill switch? You have 
to turn the ignition switch off anyway. 


10. Yes. 

If you don't, how are you going to 
spot the drunk coming up behind you 
who is about to make you and your 
motorcycle part of his grill? 


11. Yes. 

The skilled rider looks upon every 
car as the enemy. At any moment it 
may swerve or do some other idiotic 
maneuver which could bend you and 
your motorcycle. 

The difference between stopping 
soon enough and not stopping soon 
enough is often only measured in a 
fraction of a second. Perhaps the 
fraction of a second it takes for your 
fingers to reach for and close around 
the front brake lever. 

Such a short duration of time can be 
valuable, for example, when the half- 
awake driver in front of you suddenly 
locks up his brakes because he just 
missed his exit. 


12. Yes. 

Countersteering is the art of turning 
the handlebars to the left to make the 
motorcycle turn right, and vice versa. 
It's easy to learn, and the more you 
consciously practice it, the sooner it 
will become part of your defensive 
riding arsenal. 

Using countersteering effectively 
means you can pick a precise line 
through a corner, as well as make a 
rapid evasive maneuver if the need 
arises. If a car suddenly pulls out in 
front of you, you have only two 
choices— you must slow the motorcycle 
enough to keep from hitting the car, 
or you must be able to swerve to avoid 
hitting the car. Studies have shown 
that many motorcyclists can neither 
brake nor swerve effectively. 

Countersteering is a progressive 
thing. The quicker and farther you 
turn the handlebars in one direction, 
the faster and sharper your turn in the 
opposite direction will be. To practice 
swerving using countersteering, pick 
imaginary targets on a deserted road 
(a leaf, for example). Wait until you're 
almost there, then pretend it's a 
person who suddenly darted out in 


front of you. Countersteer to avoid it. 
If you don't make it, running over a 
leaf won't hurt anybody. 

Keep practicing. You'll be surprised 
at how quickly your evasive-maneuver- 
ing skills improve. You'll never hit a 
leaf again. Your chances of missing a 
man or car that suddenly block your 
path have improved too. 


13. The front brake. 

The front brake provides most of 
the stopping force. Road racers, for 
example, use very little rear brake. 
That's because that under hard 
braking the rear wheel is so light on 
the ground (sometimes not even on the 
ground) that strong rear-brake appli- 
cation will cause the rear wheel to 
lock. 

Practice hard braking on deserted 
roads or in parking lots. Don't try to 
squeal the front tire from 80 mph the 
first time. Work up from slow speeds, 
say 15 mph. 

14. Yes. 

If you don't, how are you going to 
see that garbage truck that's not going 
to stop for the red light? 


15. Yes. 

Again, a technique that can be 
practiced on а deserted road ог 
parking lot. 

16. Yes. 

If you don't, how are you ever going 
to improve? You can't wait until an 
emergency occurs and then practice. 
Besides, don't you want to look like 
you know what you're doing when 
you're on your scooter? 


How did your compare? 

If you answered all 16 right, rate 
yourself as one slick dude. Other 
experienced riders will admire you and 
repat the way you ride a motorcycle. 

f you got 10 right, you're still a 
sharp rider, and you may just think it's 
silly to practice the six you missed. 

If you answered only five correctly, 
you're kind of rough around the edges 
and could stand with some practice on 
deserted roads and parking lots. 

If you missed them all, you're just 
another squirrel from Wobble-City. 
But you should try to change. Because 
the way things work in the streets, the 
riders that got most of these questions 
right not only look more polished, they 
probably have better control over their 
motorcycle than you do. And that can 
spell the difference between being an 
accident statistic. and reading about 
one.

Money goes four 
ways at Corona

The Pros were out in numbers 
tonight as the winter season starts 
at Corona Raceway and the 
training for next year begins.

The Open Money half mile saw

Cannon moved to second one lap later 
and started his assault on Rosa. It paid 
off six laps later when Cannon found 
the hole he was looking for and took 
over the lead. He put a good piece of 
daylight between himself and Rosa, 
but to those standing trackside, Can- 
non’s bike was making some very 
funny noises and there was doubt as to 
its ability to go the distance. The answer 
came on the last lap in turn four, and 
as Cannon coasted toward the finish, 
he had to watch Rosa roll by for the 
win. Bell was in for third. 

It was Springman who set the pace 
in the 250cc Money half mile with 
Terry Singleton, Jimmy Snow, Bobby 
Beer and Curtis Cannon close behind. 
Beer got by Snow on the second lap, 
and Snow came right back and 
reclaimed it one lap later. It was four 
laps before Cannon could get moving 


as he got by both Beer and Snow and 


one lap later disposed of Singleton. He 
was on a roll now, and Springman was 
the next to fall as he took over the lead 
at the halfway point and held off all 
challengers for de win. Springman was 
second with Singleton third. 

The Open Money half mile had 
some heavy duty riders on hand as 
Tommy Walton, Robert Little, Danny 
Perkins, Curtis Cannon, Shawn Leipold, 
Jeff Johnson, Jimmy Rosa and Pete 
Hames rolled to the line. It was Harley 
versus Yamaha versus the lone 
Triumph of Hames.

Baker, Stephens, 
Owens wail at 
SNRR

Jack Baker, with an amazing 
four wins, and Slim Stephens 
and Lance Owens with two wins 
apiece dominated the SNRR 
road race at the Las Vegas Speedrome 
today. 

The day started out with the Open 
GP class, and Stephens — on his TPI/ 
Kawasaki West-sponsored KZ1000 — 
led from wire to wire. A determined 
effort by Pete Davis aboard his 
punched out К2650 could only 
produce a second place showing 
against the hard charging Stephens. 

Next on deck were the 450cc Box 
Stock riders. “Bodie” Kay (RD350) 
went into “reruns” by repeating his 
victory of last month over Mike Van 
Natta's Austin/TPI-sponsored Honda. 
VanNatta is still a trifle scraped up 
from his get-off last month and says 
he's seriously thinking of retiring. 
(Says old age is slowing down the 
healing process too much!). 

Gridding up next were the 600сс 
Box Stock bikes, and Slim Stephens — 
riding Jack Baker's 550 Seca — took 
this one, too. "Krazy" Ed Malkiewicz 
(GPz550) was doing his best to change 
that and led the pack at one time, but 
at the checkered flag it was Stephens 
first, Malkiewicz second and Jody 
Morgan (GPz550) third. Incidently, 
Jody was riding a completely stock 
street bike loaned to him by Mark 
Claiborne as Jody's Seca hasn't healed 
up from last month's crash yet. 

The combined 750/Open Box Stock 
race had newcomer Les Goebel on his 
Nevada Yamaha 750 Seca copping the 
750 win. In the Open class, Jack Baker 
took home the gold on his Nevada 
Yamaha/TPI-sponsored Seca. 

The 450cc Production class had a 
new face in the winner's circle when 
David Janeczko (RD350) took top 
honors with Mike VanNatta taking 
second. In the 600cc Production race, 
which ran concurrently with the 450s, 
Baker again took the first slot with 
"Mr. Clean," Henry Tecza, a close 
second on his GPz550. "Krazy" Ed and 
Jody Morgan rounded out the top four 
in this bunch. 

This put the combined 750/Open 
Production classes on the line. Lance 
Owens on the Back Street Leathers 
KZ1000 was a shoo-in for the Open 
win, but the 750cc class was in doubt 
till the final laps. A recently recovered 
Bob Betke (Tom's Cycle KZ750) was 
determined to recover his winning 
ways. But when you have two 
"spoilers" like Jack Baker and Henry 
Tecza riding in the same class, it could 
be anybody's race. At the finish line, it 
was Baker first, Betke second and 
Tecza third. Two 750 Secas, ridden by 
Les Goebel and Matt Antonucci, 
completed the finish lineup. 

Because the wind was kicking up a 
lot of dust and causing visibility 
problems, it was decided to run all the 
Super Street classes together and get 
the program finished before the 
weather deteriorated any more. Baker 
took his fourth win of the day in the 
600cc class with Tecza again right on 
his tail. In the 750s, Betke made it to 
the finish line first, and Goebel was in 
the bridesmaid's slot. In the Opens, 





Lance Owens took home his second 
win of the day trailed by Casey 
Hermanson (KZ1000). Slim Stephens 
soldiered in for third after falling off 
the pace when his engine started 
making expensive sounding noises. 

The next SNRR race will be Nov. 22 
and should be a good one because it'll 
be the last chance to gain points for 
the '81 season. 


Wageman wallops

Shaun Kalos was Lewis main 
competitor in the Junior Cycle 
Modified 9-11 event. Kalos took his 
R&D Suzuki right up behind Lewis 
when the checkered flag came out in 
the first moto and tried desperately to 
pass Lewis in the final moto. He tried 
to cut him off on a berm but the plan 
backfired and Kalos hit the ground. 
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Larry Brooks was the top 80cc Expert at the NMA series opener. 


Lewis had a clear shot at the lead 
while Shane Hunt took over second 
and Kalos managed third. Overall it 
was Lewis, Hunt and Kalso. 

Saxton won the first 6-8 Modified 
race ahead of Heisser but in the last 
event he fell on a jump right before the 
announcer’s booth and Heisser took 
the win over Saxton and Anthony 
French. 

Steve Skibel pulled off two wins in 
the 80cc Stock and Modified Novice 12 
and over races. Skibel had a 
tremendous lead in the first Stock 
moto and was accidentally given the 
white flag when it was supposed to be 
the checkered. He had to continue one 
extra lap and it looked like he had 
taken last place. Jimmy Moon finished 
second, holding off Kawasaki- 
mounted Greg Flanagan. Skibel and 
Moon had a drag race at the start of 
the final moto but Skibel pulled away 
with the lead. Moon was second once 
more and Shawn Davidson placed 
third. Overall it was Skibel, Moon, 
Flanagan and Davidson. 

Moon and Skibel met once more in 
the 80cc Modified Novice race. Moon 
won the first moto over Skibel while 
Mike Dickerson was third. It looked 
like Moon was going to take the overall 
win because he was leading the final 
moto just a few paces ahead of Skibel. 
Then the race came to a dramatic 
finish in the final turn, Moon hit it 
wrong and went squirrelly. Skibel took 
advantage of this and made the pass, 
good for the overall win. Moon 
captured the second place trophy 
ahead of Dickerson.

They went at it, and on the 
fourth lap they bumped as they went 
by the finish line, but neither would 
give an inch. In the turn past the drop- 
off, Ward slipped low and took the 
lead going over the big jump. But in 
the next turn Marcell took the outside 
and took the lead right back. The 
gremlins then struck again for the 
second time in three weeks as the 
circuit breaker for the lights popped. 
The moto had to be stopped until the 
lights could cool and then racing re- 
sumed. Everyone thought that the ex- 
citement was over, but when the gate 
dropped it was the same battle again. 
And again, Marcell took the lead and 
held on the entire moto. 

When it came time for the second 
moto, the pits emptied as everyone 
found a place in the stands to see if the 
upstart Intermediate could beat the 
factory Pro again.

Honda in the lead again and lasted 
two laps before the big pre-production 
bike ate another chain tensioner. 

Marcell took the lead with Ward in 
fourth place. Jeff had not gotten a 
great start and had to work his way by 
several riders who thought it could also 
be their turn to beat a factory rider. 
On the fourth lap, Ward made a good 
move to pass Chris Heinrich and move 
up to third. Ward used a whoop-de- 
doo to fly to the inside of the next flat 
turn and get there just in time to block 
Heinrich's line and pass without ever 
bumping into the Suzuki rider. 

On the next lap, Ward caught the 
leading Pro, Bill Boyer, and didn't 
need to do anything more to win the 
money. But Ward was as serious as 
Marcell about the race as personal 
pride was on the line. Ward moved up 
right behind Marcell and put the pres- 
sure on. Several times Ward tried to 
pass where he had caught Marcell in 
that aborted first moto but couldn't do 
it. Then Ward seemed to be content to 
let Marcell have the lead and the 
pressure that went with it, hoping 
Marcell would falter and if not, try to 
get him on the last lap. Marcell did 
not falter, and when the white flag 
came out both riders opened it up a bit 
more. 

Both were racing smart. Ward tried 
to move inside by the dropoff but 
couldn't get by. Over the big jump, 
Ward tested going outside into the 
next turn where Marcell had passed 
him but found nothing there. Then 
Ward set in and waited to try to set up 
Marcell in the same place he caught 
Heinrich. As they came around the 
off-camber turn, Ward was only a bike- 
length back. They came over the two 
whoops and Ward tried to let it fly into 
the turn and block Marcell's line. But 
Marcell reacted well and got his bike 
down and turned his wheel just ahead 
of Ward who had to put on the brakes 
to avoid a collision. 

The only place left to pass was in the 
Pro section. Since last month there 
were four whoops instead of two, and 
Ward pulled even closer to Marcell as 
they both double-jumped each set of 
whoops and came to the finish. Into 
the last turn, Marcell was on the inside 
and Ward was flying on the outside 
moving twice as fast. At the checkered 
flag, there was less than six inches, 
Marcell taking the victory. It was a 
race everyone enjoyed, including the 
combatants. Ward could be proud of 
his ride on a strange track, and Marcell 
earned boasting rights over the other 
Intermediates for quite some time.

Glover goes for 
the gusto at ARRA 
Willow Springs RR

John Glover and David Emde 
put on the best show of the day 
in 250cc GP at the American 
Road Racing Association’s Wil- 
low Springs meet. 

Glover, on his “John Deere Special,” 

a previously munched TZ, had a bit of 
a disadvantage running without a fair- 
ing, but Emde had a weight disadvan- 
tage so they were pretty evenly matched. 
Down the straights they were side by 
side, and the lead for each lap was de- 
termined by who got into turn one 
first. The finish was so close that most 
spectators couldn't tell who won, but 
the scorers determined that Glover 
would take home the trophy. 

Two 450cc classers were out front on 
the first lap of the 450-600cc Super 
Street, with Danny Drusen in the lead 
and Howard Monise in the number 
two spot. Ron Harbeck (600cc classer) 
and Clint Whitehouse filled in the top 
four. By the second lap Drusen had 
widened his lead to six seconds over 
Monise, but Steve Sowden on a 
GPz550 took over the number three 
spot with Harbeck following in fourth. 
The order stayed until lap six when 
second place Monise took an unplanned 
excursion into the fields in turn nine. 
Howard got up and back into it, but 
by that time it was too late to do any 
good. Drusen continued to lead until 
the finish, where he won over Sowden 
by just a couple of seconds. 

In the Open Box Stock race Chris 
Steward (on a borrowed bike) led from 


start to finish to win by a comfortable 
margin. Second place Aaron Post 
diced with 750cc classer Mike Krolick 
throughout most of the race until 
Chris Mencher took the number three 
overall spot from Mike to place first

Тһе 125cc GP race was a Danny Coe 
show all the way, with Danny on a 
Honda instead of his usual Can-Am. 
Len Gambo kept Danny's tail end 
warm as he followed on his Honda to 
take a close second. Number three 
overall (and 200cc GP winner) was 
Steve Stevens on a Kawasaki dirt bike 
who ran the entire race with a cracked 
frame that was held together with hose 
clamps and duct tape.

Production bikes 
rule at Portland RR

Two of three Cafe classes and 
Open GP were won with stock 
motorcycles at Oregon Motorcy- 
cle Road Racing Association's 
last meet of the season at Portland In- 
ternational Raceway. 


Keith Pinkstaff won Open Cafe as 
well as Open Production on a stock 
Suzuki GS1100; Rhys Howard won 
550cc Production, 750cc Production 
and 600cc Cafe on a Canadian Yamaha 
550 Seca while Wayne Tanner took 
Open GP on a С51100. 

Pinkstaff, Tanner and Dan Zlock, 
on a Cafe 850 Suzuki, put on a seven- 
lap exhibition of wheel-to-wheel, pass- 
and-get-passed dicing until Pinkstaff 
finally broke away. Tanner cleared 
from Zlock shortly after. Zlock, while 
finishing third in Open Cafe, won 
“his” class, 850cc Cafe. The classes run 
at the same time and Zlock enters both 
classes. 

John Haskin, who races а GS1000 in 
Open Production, says Pinkstaff has 
apparently been watching roller derby 
on TV and has developed a new passing 
technique. “Оп the 12th lap (of 15), I 
had nailed turn four about perfect and 
was just rolling the gas back on when a 
hand grabbed my right arm. Keith 
used me for a slingshot pass and grinned 
at me as he went by on the right. If you 
gotta get lapped, I guess that's a class 
way to do it." 


Rhys Howard had a superb day, 
winning all three classes he entered, 
two of them under a considerable 
equipment deficit. Howard is a report- 
er's nightmare, as he does nothing but 
ride fast and smooth and win. If he 
and Pinkstaff find themselves on com- 
parable machinery next year, the North- 
west will see some superb racing. 


Doug Guthrie finally surpassed his 
mentor, Gene Brown, in 250cc GP. 
Guthrie, so pumped after the race as 
to be incoherent, managed to settle 
down enough to raise the ante in the 
Oregon Motorcycle Parts $750 
claiming race by entering a TZ250. It 
was not the prettiest or newest TZ in 
the world, but all the parts were there. 


Naturally he won the $100 first place 
money, and also managed to get away 
with it when the bike was not claimed 
within 30 minutes. More checkbooks 
will probably be brought to the track 
next year, as people realized too late 
that spectators can claim bikes as well. 

Gene Brown, on the Trident Design/ 
Trac Performance Yamaha thumper, 
and Jeff Doan on a good RD Yamaha 
cafe bike put on a fine dice for second 
in 600cc Cafe. Doan finally overpower- 
ed his K-81s and lowsided sylishly in 
turn one, setting an unofficial PIR 
record of a 100-foot slide on asphalt 
and another 50 feet in the grass. Doan 
was unhurt; the RD looked perfect on 
one side and pretty bad on the other.

A-rider competition was strictly a 
matter of timekeeping. АП trophies 
were determined by the two tie breaker 
checks, as the course layout failed to 
produce any sections that could add 
minutes to A-rider scores. Yamaha- 
mounted Smith bested second overall 
John Herne by only three seconds. 
Taz Harvey, from JK Cycle Inn, 
motored his Honda 200 R to the head 
of his class with a score of eight 
seconds while Richard Adan won the 
Open A class, dropping only six 
seconds aboard his KTM. The real 
feat of the A class, though, was the 
combined efforts put out by Adan, 
Cliff Glidden and Jeff Irwin. The trio 
took the A Team trophy with a total 
score of 67 seconds. 

B-class competition was tough too. 
Mike Wilbur (250cc B) and Chuck 
Hamton (Open B) won their classes 
with the low B score of four minutes. 
Тһе B-class trophies went to riders in 
the four to eight-minute score range 
with many trophies being determined 
by tie breaker checks. The exception 
was the Old Timer B class. Not one of 
the four entries finished and none will 
receive trophies.

Open C winner, John Steinbuch, 
and fellow Open riders turned in con- 
clusive proof that Open bikes were the 
hot setup for this year's Diamondback. 
Steinbuch's score of 10 would have 
been decent in the Open B class, but 
Steinbuch and all three other Open C 
winners scored better than the best of 
any other C class — with room to spare. 

Compared to the Open C riders, 
Reesce Hewett's (125cc C) score of 42 
seems hardly admirable, but he rode 
the entire course on a Suzuki 100. 
Even better than that is the effort put 
out by the Lassen M.C. After long 
hours of tedious scoring, the club had 
only to score the second and third 
place C teams. Three erasers and 40 
gray hairs later, the club determined 
that the Jones-Murphy-Peeler team 
had beat the Hagel-Fransen-Winning- 
tonslow team, 343.7227 to 343.8659. 
Neither team won a trophy, but, 
thanks to the white-knuckled scorers, 
we know who was second best. 

Eighty-five of the 116 riders finished 
this year's Diamondback enduro. For- 
tunately for all, the sky stayed overcast 
all day, keeping temperatures well 
within the comfort zone. The weather, 
and the spectacular course — woven 
through a panorama of California and 
Nevada desert — made the '81 Diamond- 
back a tremendous success. Scott Maas, 
from Lassen M.C., looks forward to 
directing enduro riders through new 
and different territory next year; БЕ 
there!
